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Europe Needs More 
Wheat Than Last Year 


wheat crop of Canada is 388,773,600 
bushels, an average of 17.25 bushels 
per acre, as against final returns for 
1921 of 300,858,000 bushels, or an av- 
This is 


equivalent to an Increase of 28 per 
cent over the volume of wheat har- 
vested last year, and when it.is re- 
membered that this return comes 
within 5,000,000 bushels of the record 
harvest of 1915, there is good reason 
for thankfulness. The general level 
of the grain market, however, contin- 
ued to be low until the latter part of 
September, when uncertainty as to 
the outcome of the crisis In the Near 
Fast gave a considerable stimulus to 
wheat. Although the farmer has been 
handicapped by the continued high 
cost of harvesting, and, in some sec- 
tions at least, by a scarcity of farm 
labor, and although market prices are 
still a severe disappointment to him, 
he is on the whole in a much better 
position than agethis time last year, 
The element of uncertainty = which 
always enters into the market favored 
at that time, a further decline in agri- 
cultural prices; today the probability 
ig that they will show greater firm- 
ness, The deciding factor is, of 
course, the demand from abroad and 
the ability of would-be purchasers to 
pay, and at present nearly every ele- 
ment in the situation appears to favor 
an increased and steady demand for 
Canadian wheat. The world produc- 
tion of wheat fs reported jo be about 
40,000,000 bushels below that of last 
year, The United States! department 
of agriculture estimates the year's 
crop, exclusive of Russia and Mexico, 
at 3,019,526,000 bushels. It is thought 
that the Russian crop will meet all 
the requirements of that ‘country this 
winter, but in any event this factor is 
not likely to affect the market; its 
chief importance will lie in its giving 
Russia the ability to take an active 
part in Balkan affairs. The Indian 
and Japanese crops are larger than 
last year, and it is reported that the 
Argentine will _be able to put on the 
market in 1923 a larger. amount of 
wheat than she did this spring. The 
decrease in the European harvest how- 
ever, amounts to 139,000,000 bushels 
from-last year, and 174,000,000 bushels 
from the pre war average. Europe 
should, therefore, require considerably 
more wheat from Canada this year 
than last, and the general improve- 
ment in sterling and the continental 
exchanges, together with the lower 
price of wheat, should enable her to

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HALLOWE'EN 


Hallowe'en or All Hallows’ Eve, is 


the name given to October 31 as the 
vigil of Hallowmas or All Saints’ Day. 
Though now known as little else but 
the eve of the Christian festival, Hal- 
lowe’en and its formerly attendant 
ceremonies antedate Christianity. The 
two brief characteristics of ancient 
Hallowe'en were the lighting of bon- 
fires and the belief that of all nights 
in the year this is the one during 
which ghosts and witches are most 
likely to be abroad. Now on or about 
the 1st of November the Druids held 
their great autumn festival and light- 
ed fires in honor of the Sun-god in 
Fur- 


ther, it was a Druidic belief that on 


thanksgiving for the harvest. 


the eve of this festival, Saman, lord {- 


of death, called together the wicked 


souls that within the past twelve 
months had been condemned to in- 
habit the bodies of animals. On the

an important part. Thus the roasting 
of nuts and the sport known as “apple 
ducking” were once the universal oc- 
cupation of the young folks in medie- 
val England on the 31st of October. 
The custom of lighting Hallow’en fire 
survived until recent years in the 
highlands of Scotland and Wales. In 
the dying embers it was usual to place 
as many small stone§ as there were 
persons around, and next morning a 
search was made, If any of the peb- 
bles were displaced it was regarded as 
certain that the person represented 
would die within the next twelve 
months. 


Another account says: In the north 
of England Hallowe'en is known as 
Nuterack Night. In Scotland — the 
ceremonies of the eve were formerly 
regarded in a highly — superstitious 
Hight, and Burns’ “Hallowe'en” gives 
a humorous and richly imaginativd, 
presentment of the usual ceremonies 
as practised in the Scottish rural dis- 
tricts in his day. The principal ob- 
ject of curiosity in consulting the fu- 
ture was to be who should be the 
partner in life.

Hog Grading Commences 


On Monday, October 30th. 


The regulations under which the of- 
ficial grading of hogs will be under- 
taken has been approved by council 
as submitted after final settlement by 
all interests represented by the joint: 
swine committee, The swine graders 


commission following the grading ex- 
aminations have reported for duty to 
the Dominion live stock branch. 
The Honorable W. R. Motherwell, 
dominion minister of agriculture, an- 
nounces that the hog grading regula- 
tions will be made effective on Octo- 
ber 80, 1922. In the meantime, the 
new hog grading staff is being given 
a thorough course of instruction at 
the Toronto stock yards, so that the 
official grading regulations as estab- 
lished will be uniformly applied at all 
stock yards and abbatoirs in Canada, 
Standard grading equipment is be- 
ing adopted and ig already installed at 
severa Istock yards where preliminary 
grading tests are being conducted and 
the necessary adjustments to exped- 
ite the grading and movement of hogs 
being made.
